On the day before the dedi- 
cation of the new bridge, the 
street carnival opened in 
Terre Haute for a week of ac- 
tivities. A very large crowd 
was present to see the horse 
“speedy” take his high dive 
into a vat of water from the 
platform erected near the 
courthouse and the intersec- 
tion of Second and Main 
‘streets. 

The fall of Port Arthur was 
the big attraction on the river 
(Tuesday night. The fleet of 
| boats met south of the new 
i bridge to be viewed by the 
‘judges and awarded prizes. 
Тһе judges were Capt. Shew- 
maker, Capt. Hammerstien 
and Capt. Higgins. At 8 
o'clock the fleet steamed up 
the river and attacked the fort 
cn the island between the two 
bridges. The fort was de- 
fended by the largest boat on 
the river, the “Vesuvius,” 
which was anchored near the 
fort, and manned by mem- 
bers of Company B who 
charged the heights after the 
battle.
